The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  read  and  approved. 
The  Ladies'  Committee  made  the  following  report: 

Mrs.  President:  —The  Ladies'  Committee  met  in  the  parlor  of  Mrs.  J. 
E.  Rickards  for  conference  and  prepared  the  following  report,  which  we 
present  with  the  hope  that  the  recommendations  contained  therein  will 
meet  with  your  approval  as  a  board. 

First — After  carefully  looking  over  the  score  of  applications  before  us 
for  positions  in  the  state  house  we  selected  Miss  Holmes,  of  Silver  Bow 
county,  and  Miss  Nutting,  of  Yellowstone  county,  for  the  place  of  matron 
or  hostess — each  to  serve  three  months  at  $50  per  month.  Two  reasons 
are  given  for  this  action: 

First — The  ladies  are  real  Montanians,  one  having  lived  here  twelve 
years  and  the  other  twenty  years. 

Both  being  in  Chicago  this  year  studying  enables  us  to  secure  their  ser- 
vices for  the  low  rates  we  have  and  no  transportation  bill  to  pay.  They  are 
excellent,  dignified,  cultivated  women,  well  qualified  to  fill  the  place  with 
credit  to  us  all. 

Second — Inasmuch  as  our  department  has  representation  on  the  educa- 
tional committee,  in  the  person  of  Mrs.  Rickards,  we  wish  to  be  consulted 
upon  matters  pertaining  to  the  installation  of  that  exhibit;  we  further  sug- 
gest that  inasmuch  as  two-thirds  of  the  teachers  of  the  state  are  women, 
and  nearly  all  the  county  superintendents  are  also,  we  are  entitled  to  two  rep- 
resentatives among  the  attendants  on  that  exhibit  during  the  fair.  That  we 
further  suggest  the  selections  be  made  from  active  teachers  and 
from  a  county  not  yet  represented  among  the  employes  of  this  Board,  upon 
endorsement  of  the  committeeman  of  that  county. 

Third — We  have  selected  carpets,  samples  of  which  were  sent  us  from  a 
Detroit  firm  and  are  here  for  your  approval  and  inspection.  This  will  cost 
us  less  than  at  Marshall  Field's,  and  we  think  it  quite  good  enough  for  the 
purpose  required.  The  balance  of  the  furniture  you  will  have  to  take  on 
our  say  so,  as  we  cannot  furnish  you  any  more  samples. 

Fourth— Several  months  ago  we  placed  in  the  hands  of  Mrs.  Clinton  H. 
Moore,  of  Butte,  the  preparation  of  the  botanical  exhibit  of  the  state  for  the 
woman's  building.  We  sent  her  three  designs  furnished  us  by  the  ladies  at 
headquarters,  Chicago.  She  chose  from  these  the  form  known  as  the 
"  Pillar."  We  opened  correspondence  at  oner  with  firms  at  Minneapolis, 
Helena  and  Butte,  for  estimates  on  the  cost  of  putting  it  up,  and  after  due 
consideration  gave  the  contract  to  Helena  and   Butte  parties,  of  the  well 
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known  A.  M.  Holter  firm.  It  will  be  made  of  Montana  wood,  beautifully 
carved,  and  we  think  the  valuable  exhibit  is  well  worth  the  price  to  the 
state.  The  entire  mounting  of  the  flora,  the  building  of  the  pillar  and  Mrs, 
Moore's  work  included,  will  not  cost  more  than  $400 — $40  of  this  bill  will 
be  for  Mrs.  Moore.  The  flora  thus  beautifully  preserved,  is  to  be  given  to 
the  State  University  after  the  close  of  the  fair. 

Fifth — We  shall  need  for  the  hand-painted  china  and  fine  needle  work, 
painting,  etc.,  handsome  cabinets,  cases,  hangings  and  frames  of  various 
kinds.  The  exact  estimate  we  cannot  now  give  for  the  installation  of  this 
part  of  our  exhibit  in  the  woman's  building,  but  shall  need  not  less  than 
$500,  we  think,  placed  at  our  disposal  for  this  purpose. 

We  recommend  the  Silver  Bow  and  Gallatin  county  ladies  be  assisted  in 
the  preparation  of  their  exhibit  for  the  woman's  building  with  an  amount 
not  exceeding  $55.  The  presence  of  Mrs.  Rickards  and  Mrs.  Cooper  are 
both  needed  there  in  April  (latter  part)  in  the  matter  of  consultation  for  the 
finishing  of  the  state  house  and  the  installation  of  our  exhibit,  and  we  sug- 
gest that  some  appropriation  be  allowed  for  their  expenses  during  that  time. 

An  estimate  should  be  made  of  our  expenses,  and  the  amount  needed 
should  be  set  aside  for  use  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  Judge  Bickford,  or 
some  person  there  all  the  time,  to  secure  for  us  the  funds  when  bills  are  to 
be  met. 

In  the  three-fold  office  of  Secretary,  in  charge  of  Woman's  Exhibits  and 

alternate  Lady  manager,  a  larger  salary  will  be   needed — $150  per  month, 

and    we   recommend    this   amount   be    given    the    member   acting   in    thi& 

capacity.

Missoula,  Mont.,  December  20,  1893. 

To  the  Honorable  President  and  Members  of  the  State  Board 
of   World' '5  Fair  Managers  for  the  State  of  Montana : 
Gentlemen — Since  my  report,  submitted  to  the  Board   on   October  30, 
the  work  of  returning  to   its   place   and   to  their  owners  the  exhibits  which 
have  been  made  has  progressed  as  rapidly  as  time  and  circumstances  would 
permit.      During  the  month  last  passed  the  work  of   employes   of  the  state 
has  been  in  the  direction  of  packing  and  forwarding  the  exhibits  and  in  see- 
ing to  il  that  whatever  would  be  of  value  to  the  state  should  be  returned  to 
the  State  in  good  order  and  condition.     The  contract  for  packing  everything 
epl  those  delicate  articles  shown  in  the  Woman's   Building  was  given   to 
the  firm  of  [ohnson  &    Reinhold,   and   so    far   as   the    shipments   have   been 
Unpacked  everything   is   in    good    order   and  without    serious  damage    from 
breakage. 
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We  have  returned  to  the  state,  and  have  turned  over  to  the  Executive 
Department,  everything  which  would  be  of  value  to  the  state,  and  this  con- 
sists largely  of  the  furniture  used  in  the  Montana  State  Building,  the  Edu- 
cational Exhibit,  and  such  parts  of  the  Mineral  Exhibit  as  would  be  of 
permanent  value  to  the  state.  It  was  deemed  advisable  to  give  to  the 
Agricultural  College  at  Bozeman  a  part  of  the  Mineral  Exhibit,  and  Mr. 
Emery,  superintendent  in  charge  of  the  experimental  station,  was  in  Chi- 
cago to  look  after  the  interests  of  the  college  in  this  direction,  and  selected 
such  quantities  of  ore  as  he  thought  might  be  of  value  to  the  college,  and 
the  same  has  been  shipped  to  Helena  with  the  other  shipments  made  and  is 
now  ready  for  delivery 

The  gold  nuggets  and  fine  specimens  of  gold,  together  with  the  gold 
crystals  shown  in  the  large  cases,  have  been  weighed  back  to  the  bank  in 
two  or  ihree  instances  and  in  other  instances  have  been  sent  back  to  the 
owners,  and  in  each  case  a  careful  weighing  of  the  gold  nuggets  shows  that 
nothing  has  been  lost  during  the  progress  of  the  Fair,  notwithstanding  the 
fact  that  we  were  compelled  to  handle  them  four  times  a  day  during  the 
whole  six  months.  Much  credit  is  due  Mr.  J.  L  Callahan  for  his  faithful 
services  in  performing  this  work,  and  too  much  praise  cannot  be  bestowed 
upon  him  for  his  honest,  faithful  and  untiring  efforts  in  protecting  the 
property  of  the  state  amidst  such  surroundings  as  were  encountered  at  the 
mineral  booth. 

The  surplus  silver  left  over  after  casting  the  silver  statute  "Justice,"  and 
which  was  made  a  part  of  our  mineral  display,  has  been  returned  to  Messrs. 
Clark  and  Hauser,  and  the  silver  statute  turned  over  to  Harvey  &  Higbee  in 
accordance  with  the  contract  made  with  them  prior  to  its  casting.  I 
remained  in  Chicago  until  the  ioth  day  of  November,  at  which  time  all  ar- 
rangements had  been  completed  and  all  contracts  let  for  boxing  and  for- 
warding that  part  of  the  exhibit  to  be  returned  to  the  state,  and  in  charge.of 
the  work  left  the  Secretary,  Mr.  Ramsay,  and  Mr.  Nicholson.  Mr.  Curtis 
also  remained  in  Chicago  until  December  9  to  see  to  the  shipping  of  min- 
erals, at  which  time  his  work  was  completed  and  I  presume  that  ere  this  he 
is  on  his  way  home.  Some  considerable  delay  was  occasioned  in  the  min- 
eral department  because  of  our  inability  to  obtain  from  the  storage  ware- 
house the  boxes  in  which  a  large  part  of  our  mineral  had  been  sent  forward 
and  also  because  of  our  in  bility  to  get  cars  at  the  time  when  we  were  ready 
to  make  shipments.  We  have  so  far  been  compelled  to  pay  for  only  one 
carload  of  goods  sent  from  Chicago,  because  in  our  agreement  with  the 
railroad  company  they  had  agreed  to  return  all  exhibits  free  of  charge  upon 
which  full  freight  had  been  paid,  and  this  has  included  everything  except  the 
furniture  purchased  by  the  board  for  use  in  the  Montana  state  building 

The  Montana  state  building  was  sold  to  Mr.  J.  F.  Miller,  of  Parkersburg, 
West  Virginia,  for  $350,  which,  considering  all  the  circumstances  in  the 
case,  was  a  very  good  sum  to  receive  for  it.  Many  of  the  states  in  the 
Union  have  been  compelled  to  accept  little  or  nothing  for  their  buildings, 
and  in  some  cases  were  compelled  to  pay  a  large  sum  of  money  to  nave  the 
building  removed  from  the  grounds. 

Those  parts  of  the  exhibit  which  are  valuable  to  the  state  because  of 
their  historical  interest  and  for  use  in  state  affairs  have  been  stored  in  the 
armory  at  Helena,  under    the    direction    of    the    Governor,  and,  I  presume, 
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should  be  turned.over  to  the    Executive    Department   of    the  state  for  such 
disposition  as  in  the  judgment  of  that  department  may  be  best. 

Some  question  has  arisen  as  to  the  advisability  of  sending  our  mineral 
exhibit  to  San  Francisco  for  display  during  the  Midwinter  Fair,  but  under 
the  terms  of  the  appropriation  made  by  our  last  legislature  none  of  the  funds 
which  will  be  leftover  in  the  hands  of  the  State  Board  of  World's  Fair  Man- 
agers can  be  made  available  for  this  purpose;  it  is  equally  true  that  the 
State  Board  of  World's  Fair  Managers,  as  now  constituted  under  the  old 
law,  would  have  no  jurisdiction  in  taking  active  steps  toward  making  a  dis- 
play at  the  Midwinter  Fair,  although  there  seems  to  be  a  general  sentiment 
in  favor  of  making  some  exhibit;  but  under  the  circumstances  I  do  not  see 
how  this  board  can  do  anything  in  an  official  way  toward  helping  out  those 
who  wish  a  display  made. 

At  the  time  when  a  call  was  made  for  a  meeting  of  the  State  Board  on 
the  20th  of  December,  it  was  believed  that  all  the  business  of  the  Board 
could  be  finished  by  the  date  mentioned,  but  it  is  barely  possible  that  there 
may  be  some  unpaid  bills  come  to  the  board  at  a  later  date,  and  I  would  suggest 
that  a  suitable  resolution  be  drafted  and  adopted  by  the  board  providing  for 
the  payment  of  any  bills  which  may  be  due  at  a  later  date  than  the  date  of  the 
meeting.  In  all  probability  there  will  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer 
between  $3,000  and  $4,000,  and  of  this  probably  not  more  than  $100  will  be 
used  in  paying  bills  which  may  come  in  later  than  the  date  of  this  meeting, 
and  if  the  money  left  over  is  turned  into  the  hands  of  the  State  Treasurer 
there  would  be  no  opportunity  of  paying  them  unless  some  agreement 
should  be  made  with  the  State  Board  of  Examiners. 

Much  of  the  property  purchased  by  this  board  for  use  during  the  World's 
Columbian  Exposition  was  found  to  be  utterly  useless  at  the  close  of  the 
Fair;  this  is  particularly  true  of  the  booth  erected  in  the  building  of  Mines 
and  Mining  and  of  some  of  the  tables  used  in  the  Horticultural  Department, 
and  the  cases  for  wool  which  were  used  in  the  Agricultural  Department; 
these  could  not  be  sold  at  any  price  and  were  left  to  be  removed  by  the 
authorities  in  charge  of  the  World's  Columbian  exposition.  Nothing  has 
b^en  left  in  Chicago  which  we  believed  it  would  be  of  profit  to  return  to 
the  state,  and  nothing  has  been  returned  to  the  state  which  we  believed 
would  be  of  less  value  to  the  state  than  the  cost  of  transfer  from  Chicago 
here.  I  trust  that  the  course  pursued  with  reference  to  the  disposition  of 
our  exhibit  will  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  board;  although  in  many 
instances  steps  were  taken  in  one  direction  which  might  nearly  as  well 
have  been  taken  in  another,  but  the  disposition  of  the  property  was  made  in 
such  a  way  that  we  hope  will  result  in  the  best  interests  of  ;>11  concerned, 
it  is  very  difficult  at  times  to  determine  just  what  is  the  most  profitable  plan 
to  pursue,  but  in  every  instance  the  steps  taken  were  carefully  weighed  be- 
fore being  acted  upon. 

In  closing  this  my  last  report  to  you,  I  desire  to  express  my  sincere 
thanks  for  all  the  kindly  interest  shown  by  members  of  the  board,  and  to 
say  that  the  assistance  received  and  counsels  given  have  always  been 
thankfully  received  and  acted  upon.  In  carrying  through  a  work  of  so 
great  magnitude  and  In  endeavoring  to  make  an  impression  upon  an  expo- 
sition which  is  or  was  the  largest  the  world  has  ever  seen,  we  have  at  times 
been  hampered  for  want  of  means  and  at  others  for  lack  of  material,  but  we 
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believe  that  taking  everything  into  consideration  the  display  made  by  our 
state  was  as  well  worthy  of  commendation  as  that  of  any  other  state  in  the 
nation,  and  that  the  money  expended  has  been  wisely  and  carefully  paid 
out.  If  the  state  has  at  any  time  met  with  loss  it  has  not  been  because  of 
inattention  to  business  nor  because  of  lack  of  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the 
state.  In  fact,  I  do  not  believe  that  we  have  unwisely  or  foolishly  expended 
any  of  the  money,  and  that  the  results  as  shown  in  years  to  come  will  evi- 
dence the  fact  that  Montana's  resources  have  been  as  thoroughly  advertised 
as  those  of  any  other  western  state.  Something  like  100,000  pamphlets 
were  distributed  to  those  most  interested  and  in  the  agricultural  and  min- 
eral departments  were  given  ocular  demonstration  of  the  ability  of  Montana 
to  produce  not  only  the  precious  minerals  and  stone<,  but  also  the  finest 
crop  of  cereals,  and  to  those  visitors  from  Montana  who  have  gone  to  the 
Fair  with  unbiased  minds  the  display  made  by  us  has  been  a  source  of  sat- 
isfaction and  pride;  to  those  who  have  gone  there  for  the  purpose  of  find- 
ing fault  the  defects  have  been  apparent;  but  when  we  take  into  considera- 
tion how  much  easier  it  is  to  find  fault  with  the  work  already  done  than  it 
is  to  undertake  the  performance  of  the  task  in  commencement,  we  should 
not  be  surprised  at  adverse  criticism  nor  discouraged  because  of  the  fact 
that  our  display  did  not  suit  all.

To  the  Hon.   W.  M.  Bick/ord,  State  Executive  Commissioner 
World's  Fair  Board. 

Dear  Sir — We  beg  leave  to  present  at  this  time  a  minute  account  of  the 
transactions  of  our  committee  covering  the  months  which  elapsed  since  the 
last  statement  was  made.  As  this,  like  the  other  departments,  has  prepared 
almost  daily  reports  of  work  for  you  during  the  Exposition,  much  herein 
contained  you  are  necessarily  familiar  with,  yet,  in  order  to  have  an  un- 
broken record  of  the  efforts  of  Montana  women  to  present  to  the  members 
of  the  board  and  others  who  have  not  had  the  opportunity  of  seeing  the 
exhibits,  or  hearing  an  authentic  report,  we  have  been  requested  to  prepare 
a  resume  for  our  final  meeting. 

The  field  assigned  our  department  at  first  was  somewhat  enlarged  by  the 
action  taken  at  the  February  meeting.  A  resolution  passed  there,  authoriz- 
ing us  to  proceed  to  Chicago  as  early  at  possible  in  April,  to  furnish  our 
state  building,  caused  Mrs.  Rickards  and  myself  to  join  Mrs.  McAdow 
about  the  first  week  of  that  month,  Mrs.  Cooper  following  shortly  after- 
wards. The  carpets  having  been  selected  by  us  here,  Mrs.  McAdow  had 
them  made  and  ready  to  place  in  good  time.  The  purchase  of  furniture  became 
a  knotty  problem  ;»t  once  for  two  reasons :  First,  two-thirds  of  the  states  were 
in  ahead  of  us  with  their  orders,  so  that  large  and  reliable  firms  in  Chicago 
were  almost  refusing  to  promise  by  opening  day  anything  furtfier;  then 
here  at  home  $2,800  seemed  ample  to  furnish  our  state  house,  but  after 
going  over  the  building  we  found   so  much   more   needed  to  fit  us  up  prop- 
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erlv  that  we  could  not  make  it  cover  every  hing  required.  As  the  buying 
of  the  furniture  rested  almost  solely  with  Mrs.  Rickards  and  myself,  it  is  but 
fair  to  say  we  considered  the  comfort  of  our  people  paramount  to  all  other 
thought*,  and  purchased  things  useful  and  durable  as  above  beautiful  or 
showy  articles. 

In  considering  the  number  of  pieces  of  furniture  and  style  of  them,  we 
took  with  us  to  A.  H.  Andrews  the  plans  of  the  state  house  and  very  soon, 
with  the  aid  of  their  excellent  head  man,  we  placed  all  the  needed  articles 
in  exactly  suitable  niches — sofas  here,  big  easy  chairs  there,  the  mirror  in 
just  the  right  spot,  desks  where  the  best  light  could  reach  the  person  desiring 
to  write,  etc.  In  the  fitting  up  of  toilet  rooms  our  expenditures  were  large, 
as  we  had  everything  of  the  best  and  most  convenient  possible.  Our  only 
apology  for  expending  a  little  more  than  the  sum  allowed  us  is  this:  We 
secured  so  much  better  material  with  a  little  more  outlay  that  we  are  able 
to  bring  it  all  back  to  you  to  use,  almost  as  good  as  new,  thus  saving  an  out- 
lay to  the  state  of  over  $3,000.  The  necessary  funds  to  frame  the  pictures, 
sent  us  by  the  various  county  clubs,  amounted  to  more  than  we  expected, 
reaching  in  exact  figures  $15680.  The  pioneer  pictures  from  Missoula,  the 
two  large  pieces  of  tapestry  and  oil  paintings  of  the  cowboy,  Russell,  and 
numerous  small  matters,  are  included  in  this  bill. 

In  arranging  for  six  desks  in  the  parlor  it  involved  an  outlay  of  a  hun- 
dred dollars  or  more,  but  our  citizens  were  better  provided  for  in  this  way 
than  were  most  of  the  other  states.  Our  settees  during  July  and  August, 
particularly,  would  often  be  occupied  with  tired  people  from  other  sections 
of  country,  who  went  away  praising  Montana's  hospitality  and  comforts. 
But  to  the  women  who  added  so  much  to  the  beauty  of  the  interior  of  the 
house  too  much  praise  cannot  be  given.  Silver  Bow  county  leads  in  pre- 
senting the  most  articles  for  state  house  furnishings:  Mrs.  Harper,  paintings 
and  Revolutionary  furniture;  Mrs.  Brush,  Gunn,  Schultz,  Sweet  and  Bickel, 
pictures;  Miss  Hammond,  an  excellent  sofa  pillow.  The  Gallatin  county 
seal  was  the  attraction  all  of  the  time.  Madison  county  in  tapestry  needle 
work,  pioneer  pictures,  cushions  and  chair  covers  and  Jasper  table  comes 
next  to  Silver  Bow  in  number  of  gifts.  Boulder  sent  pictures;  also  one 
from  Glendive,  and  woolen  flowers  from  Billings.  Photos,  work  of  How- 
ard Cox,  a  little  boy  from  Helena;  Mrs.  Wight's  mineral  cabinet,  Ana- 
conda's silk  flag,  photographs  of  such  pioneer  ladies  as  Mrs.  Story,  Beall, 
Iloppe  and  others  added  greatly  to  the  appearance  of  the  parlors,  as  these 
pictures  were  large  and  elegantly  framed. 

In  the  gentlemen's  parlors  were  found  pictures  of  our  first 
Territorial  Governor,  first  State  Governor,  and  present  Gov- 
ernor. All  these  gentlemen  received  with  unblushing  faces  the 
many  compliments  paid  upon  their  good  looks  by  our  visitors. 
Indeed,  the  comments  passed  upon  the  faces  of  our  representative  men  and 
women  were  always  of  a  high  character,  but  lead  one  to  suspect  the  observ- 
ers expected  to  see  specimens  of  "  Lo  in  blanket"  or  "  Buffalo  Bill"  style 
as  our  representative  citizen.  The  fine  large  oil  painting  of  Shoshone  Falls, 
loaned  by  Hon.  W.  A.  Clark,  added  immensely  to  the  appearance  of  the  gen- 
tlemen's parlors.  The  generosity  of  the  two  piano  linns  cannot  be  too  highly 
commended,  and  Chase  Brothers  also  sent  us  a  skilled  pianist  twice  a  week, 
in  the  person  of  Prof.  Pizano,  of  New  York  Conservatory,  who  gave  re- 
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citals  for  us.     Mrs.    Barrett,   of  Beaverhead   county,   and  Mrs.  Chowen,  of 
Great  Falls,  contributed  handsome  silk  pillows  for  the  comfort  of   the  tired 
people;  and  Mrs.  Lott,  of  Twin  Bridges,  presented  an  exceedingly  beautiful 
one  also.     Perhaps  nothing  was  enjoyed  more  (but  caused  us  a  great  deal  of 
anxious    care)  than    the    small    photographs    loaned  by    Fred    Sterling,    of 
Helena,  and  the  lit  le  books  of    Montana  wild  flowers  of    Mrs.  Emma  Buch- 
ler,  Mi  s.  Fitch  and  others.     These  mysteriously  disappeared  in  spite  of  our 
efforts  to  retain  them  on  the  desk.     I    have  spoken  hastily  of  our  comforta- 
ble furniture,  tasty  and  elegant  bric-a-brac  donated  by  our  ladies,  but  the  one 
other  thing  that  added  greatly  to  the  attraction  of  the  Montana  state  building 
was  the  pleasant  greeting,  patient  answers  to  all  sorts  of    questions,  willing 
efforts  to  wait  upon  visitors  and  ladylike  address  and  bearing  of   our  assist- 
ants in  the  persons  of    Misses  Holmes,  Nutting  and  Phillips.     Miss  Holmesr 
place  was  particularly  trying  through  the  formative  months  of    the  Exposi- 
tion, duties  new  to  all  of  us,   and  I  was  compelled  to  be  in  the  Woman's 
building  quite  often,   during  May  and  June  particularly,  leaving  much  for 
her  to  do.     As  a  typical  Montana  daughter  she  was  a  great  credit  to  us,  and 
she  certainly  was   a   faithful    and    excellent    hostess.     We  were   also  very 
fortunate  in  securing  good    janitors.     Our  building  was  one  of    the  models 
for  cleanliness  on   the   grounds.     The   sanitary  inspectors  complimented  us 
on  their  regular  visits.     The  broom,  mop  and  sapolio  bill  was  very  high,  but 
it  paid  in  the  end  to  keep  in  such  good  shape. 

In  the  administration  of  the  household  affairs  we  endeavored  to  use  the 
same  economy  we  should  in  our  own  private  affairs.  After  July  i  we  dis- 
pensed with  a  typewriter's  service,  thus  saving  $25  per  month,  although  at 
times  our  mail  was  large,  letters  o.  inquiry  particularly  numerous.  Yet  we 
have  expended  since  that  time  until  the  present  week  only  $10  in  Septem- 
ber. On  Augu-t  15,  owing  to  the  ill  health  of  James  Foulkerson  we  had  to 
change  janitors.  In  looking  about  for  others  we  found  we  could  save  $40  per 
month  by  employing  a  couple  on  the  grounds  there  on  condition  we  allowed 
the  wife  a  few  hours  each  day  to  work  in  the  place  she  then  had,  which  we 
did.  During  September,  since  Miss  Burnett,  in  charge  of  the  Educational 
Exhibit,  was  compelled  to  return  to  Missoula,  we  gave,  with  your  cousent, 
the  place  to  Miss  Nutting,  and  I  endeavored  to  do  without  help  for  the 
month,  but  by  October  1  the  crowd  was  so  immense  that  I  engaged  Miss 
Phillips  as  hostess  for  the  last  month.  These  three  young  ladies  proved  as 
efficient  and  excellent  assistants  as  were  to  be  found  anywhere. 

I  append  a  financial  statement  of  expenditures  for  house  furnishing  for 
your  examination  and  approval.  After  July  1  we  saved  in  the  time  of  house 
attendants  in  the  Woman's  department,  up  to  the  close,  four  months  in  allr 
the  following  sums: 

$25  per  month,  typewriter $100  00 

$40  per  month,  15th  August  to  close  for   January 100  00 

$50  month  of    September  without  hostess 50  00 


$250  00 

This  should  be  accredited  to  the  appropriation  of  $4,000  made  to  our 
department,  as  we  have  paid  all  expenses  connected  with  the  state  house 
and  Woman's  building  from  that  fund. 

In  the  arrangement  of  the  hou»e  Mrs.  Cooper  rendered  invaluable  assist- 
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ance  to  us.  TheVe  every  clay  for  a  month  or  longer,  faithful  as  she  had 
been  all  the  months  before  in  Montana,  her  excellent  judgment  was  a  con- 
stant source  of  strength  to  us.  Being  the  only  member  of  our  committee 
that  has  served  from  its  inception  she  merits  more  than  passing  notice. 
Her  quiet  persistance  in  overcoming  difficulties  renders  her  a  valuable  co- 
adjutor in  such  movements.  To  Mrs.  McAdow  we  owe  our  organization 
entirely,  and  the  stirring  up  and  gieat  enthusiasm  she  aroused  really  gave 
us  the  splendid  showing  we  had  at  the  last,  and  as  she  and  Mrs.  Rickards 
and  Mrs.  Harrison  were  on  hand  each  day  in  the  Woman's  building,  attend- 
ing the  National  Board  meetings,  I  had  daily  advice  and  counsel  from  them 
in  regard  to  the  installation  of  the  Woman's  Exhibit.  To  this  I  now  re- 
spectfully cdll  attention  as  the  third  and  last  part  of  my  report,  for  my 
duties  have  really  been  of  a  three-fold  nature  during  these  last  seven 
months:  First,  clerk  of  the  Ladies'  Committee;  second,  housekeeper  or 
head  hostess  at  the  state  building;  and  third,  in  charge  of  the  Woman's  Ex- 
hibit in  the  Woman's  building. 

The  obstacles  in  the   way  of  a  speedy  installation  of  an  exhibit  at  the 
Columbian   Exposition  are  too  numerous  to  mention,  and   so  far  as  I  com- 
pared  notes  with   others,  the   troubles   were  not  confined  to  the  Woman's 
building,  nor  to  any  one  department  or  State.      Red  tape  stretched  around 
everything.       It  cost   not  only  many   hours  to  accomplish  very  little,  but 
many   dollars.       When    I   recall   the  numberless  trips   to  this  and  that  per- 
sonage or  office  to  get  anything  done  I  wonder  how  we  endured  it  all.       To 
obtain   cases  to  exhibit  our  needle   work,  I  was  told  at  first  it  could  not  be 
done,  but  finally  by  the  payment  of  $78  we  secured  two  very  nice  ones  in  a 
good  light  and  favorable  location.      Our  Botanical  Exhibit,  pronounced  one 
of  the  best  there,  was  located  once  by   Mrs.  Candace  Wheeler  and  moved 
during  her  absence  to  a  less  favorable  position.      The  chairs   from  Yellow- 
stone and   Madison   counties,  placed  in  the  Board  room,    drew  forth  the 
admiration  of  all   beholders.       The  Butte   silk  flag,  hung  over  the  center 
window  of  the  assembly  room  platform,  received  under  its  beautiful  folds  all 
of  the  distinguished  guests  of  the  Board  of  Lady  Managers  during  the  entire 
season.     Its  historic  value  is  greatly  enhanced   from  this  fact.      This   flag 
also  took  part  in  the  dedication  of  the  Liberty  bell,  and  was  held   in  place 
by  Master  Hammond  and  Miss  Bickford,  of  Missoula,   during  the  exercises 
in  front  of  the  Administration  building.      The  Missoula  county  panel  occu- 
pied  a  conspicuous   place   in   the  second   room,  as  did  also  the  Beaverhead 
county  panel  in  the  same  room.       Miss  Shipman's  wood  engravings  hung 
side  by  side  with  Mary  Halleck  Foote's  and  other  noted  artists  on  the  wall 
of  the  gallery  devoted  to  this  class  of  pictures  up  stairs.      Montana's  stone 
si  at  in  the  west  entrance  was  always  occupied  when  I  saw  it,  and  the  faces 
of  the  occupants  showed  a  grateful  look  for  our  thoughtfulness  in  providing 
a  place  for  the  weary  people  to  rest  there,  as  well  as  in  our  State  building. 
Real  artists  were  greatly   pleased    with    the    Silver    Bow   shield.       It    was  a 
marvel  of  beauty  to  both  men  and  women;  and  if  it  could  have  been  classi- 
fied  at   all    would  no   doubt   have    received   more  attention   and    perhaps  a 
medal.      There  was   nothing   like  it  in  the  entire  buildinp.       Mrs.    French 
Shetton    paid   a   compliment    to  the    work  of  our    Indian  women.       It    was 
located  near  hers  in  the  Ethnological  room.      Our  china  display  speaks  for 
itself.       Four   medals  tell    a   grand    story    for    us,    and    when  we  recall  how 
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loath  we  were  to  anything,  then  have  covered  ourselves  with  glory  by  a 
few  months'  effort,  how  glad  we  ought  to  be  that  Mrs.  McAdow  came 
among  us  in  July,  1892.  The  patent  room  contained  patents  from  Mrs. 
Yaeger,  of  Helena,  Mrs.  Woodward,  of  Pony,  and  Mrs.  Mitchell,  of  Ennis; 
the  sales  room,  books  of  wild  flowers  from  Mrs.  King  and  Holsom,  of  Ana- 
conda; scientific  room,  taxidermy  from  Mrs.  Phillips,  of  Butte;  botany  of 
Mrs.  Fitch,  of  Sheridan,  Mrs.  Ware,  of  Philipsburg,  and  Mrs.  Clinton 
Moore's  pillar  of  botanical  specimens  gotten  from  the  ladies  of  the  State, 
were  each  greatly  admired.  The  Great  Falls  vase  was  located  at  the  west  en- 
trance of  the  Woman's  bnilding,  and  the  Lewis  and  Clarke  mineral  foun- 
tain in  the  west  corridor  of   that  building. 

It  will  no  doubt  be  a  pleasant  piece  of  news  for  our  ladies  to  hear  that  a  letter 
at  Mrs.  Palmer's  request  by  a  special  committee  was  sent  addressed  to  Mon- 
tana women,  thanking  them  for  the  many  beautiful  gifts  they  had  made  to 
the  Woman's  building.  We  had  this  letter  suitably  framed  and  it  now 
hangs  in  the  rooms  of  the  State  Historical  Society  in  Helena.  We  were 
also  greatly  honored  upon  opening  day  of  the  Exposition,  in  that  Mrs.  J.  E. 
Rickards,  one  of  our  Lady  Managers,  was  given  a  place  on  the  programme 
in  the  exercises  at  the  Woman's  building.  Her  efforts  then  and  on  a  later 
occasion  as  one  of  the  orators  at  the  unveiling  of  the  silver  statue  were 
highly  applauded  and  deserved  the  praise  received. 

In  presenting  our  financial  statement  let  me  call  your  attention  to  the 
fact  that  our  largest  outlay  is  for  the  Botanical  Exhibit,  and  that  it  is  re 
turned  intact,  to  be  used  in  one  of  our  State  institutions.  During  the  in- 
stallation of  our  exhibits  we  were  gratified  to  know,  while  other  States 
were  begging  aid  from  the  National  Board  of  Lady  Managers,  Montana 
women,  through  the  thoughtfulness  of  the  Legislature  and  male  members 
of  our  World's  Fair  State  Board,  were  able  to  pay  their  own  bills,  rent 
cases  for  their  exhibits,  and  do  things  on  an  independent  basis  in  a  credit- 
able manner. 

The  seven  medals  awarded  to  us  are  as  follows:  Mrs.  A.  C.  Botkin, 
Helena,  punch  bowl,  Woman's  building;  Miss  May  Phillips,  Helena,  vase, 
Woman's  building;  Mrs.  Hamilton,  Butte,  rose  jar,  Woman's  building; 
Miss  Rebecca  Shipman,  Lewistown,  wood  engraving,  Woman's  building; 
Mrs.  E.  Botts,  Butte,  punch  bowl,  Manufacturers'  building;  Mrs.  Joe  Clark, 
Butte,  rhodocrosite,  Mining  building.  Montana  was  also  honored  in  the 
selection  of  singers  from  the  Missoula  Treble  Clef  Club  for  a  concert  in  the 
Woman's  building  in  June. 

Miss  May  B.  Hill  was  chosen  as  one  of  the  guides  for  the  Woman's 
building,  but  declined  on  account  of  the  small  salary. 

In  order  that  our  exhibits  might  be  constantly  cared  for,  I  visited  every 
day  in  the  six  months,  except  when  absent  on  account  of  sickness,  the 
different  exhibits  in  the  Woman's  building  to  see  that  nothing  was  stolen 
or  molested ;  also  to  do  all  it  was  posssible  to  do  to  enhance  their  appear- 
ance and  present  them  in  the  most  favorable  light  to  the  judges.  This  trip 
each  day  meant  a  peep  into  the  following  rooms  of  the  Woman's  building: 
Usually  starting  in  on  the  northeast  section  of  applied  arts  of  America, 
where  Montana's  case  of  needle  work  and  china  were  located,  passing  on 
to  the  National  Art  League's  case,  where  we  had  China  from  Helena  on 
exhibition;  then   into  the   scientific   rooms,  on   to  the  ethnological    room. 
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From  this  room  we  had  been  so  unfortunate  as  to  have  portions  of  Mrs. 
French  Shelton's  exhibit  stolen,  so  of  course  we  went  there  regularly  to  see 
that  Mrs.  Higgin's  display  was  all  safe,  two  of  us  carrying  the  keys  to  these 
cases  the  entire  summer.  It  meant  a  trip  over  the  immense  building  to  insure 
my  peace  of  mind  that  the  exhibits  were  safe  and  each  article  looking  its 
best  and  floor  space  clean  about  each  case  and  article  of  furniture. 

One  of  the  great  privileges  afforded  us  during  the  summer  was  that  of 
greeting  the  many  helpers  we  had  had  in  the  State.  Of  the  officers  of  the 
Columbian  Association,  the  faces  of  Mrs.  Lillian  Connor,  of  Virginia  City, 
Mrs.  May  White,  of  Butte,  and  Mrs.  Lester  Wilson,  of  Bozeman,  we  de- 
sired very  much  to  see,  who  on  account  of  sickness  were  detained  at  home. 
Their  splendid  work,  seen  in  both  State  house  and  Woman's  building,  make 
us  regret  the  more  that  they  could  not  enjoy  the  fruits  of  their  labor. 

It  should  be  a  source  of  great  gratification  to  Montana  children  that  they 
gave  double  the  amount  asked  them  to  erect  the  Children's  building,  $400 
in  all.  The  exhibit  in  the  Children's  building  has  been  an  object  lesson  to 
the  world,  and  the  improved  methods  of  industrial  training  which  have 
there  been  illustrated  will  in  consequence  be  introduced  in  very  many  pub- 
lic schools  in  the  near  future. 

We  were  represented  in  the  following  buildings  and  departments: 

In  the  Horticultural  building  by  Mrs.  W.  H.  Sutherlin,  native  fruits; 
Mrs.  M.  D.  Cooper,  fruit;  Mrs.  Lydia  Fitch,  herberium  placed  on  exhibi- 
tion with  Rev.  F.  D.  Kelsey's. 

In  the  Mining  building  by  Mrs.  Clara  L.  McAdow,  samples  of  ore  and 
gold  plinth  of  statue;  Mrs.  Joe  Clark,  largest  known  specimen  of  rhodocro- 
site,  received  a  medal.  The  ladies  of  Elkhorn  had  an  exhibit  there  also, 
and  Mrs.  Dusseau  had  an  excellent  collection  of  photographs  of  mining 
scenes  of  Butte. 

In  the  Manufacturers'  and  Liberal  Arts  building,  Miss  May  Phillips, 
punch  bowl,  in  Columbian  Ceramic  Club  exhibit. 

In  the  Fine  Arts,  Julian  Academy  collection  from  Paris,  Miss  May  Wool- 
folk,  of  Deer  Lodge,  had  an  oil  painting  displayed. 

In  the  Woman's  building  and  Montana  State  building  the  workmanship 
of  our  sex  appeared  to  good  advantage  in  six  different  buildings  at  the 
World's  Columbian  Exposition.  We  hope  you  will  be  gratified  at  the  result 
of  our  labors,  and  that  you  do  not  regret  the  action  taken,  granting  us  con- 
trol of  our  own  affairs. 

To  the  members  of  the  Board,  and  its  officers  particularly,  the  Lady 
Managers  desire  me  to  express  their  thanks  for  the  courteous  manner 
uniformly  extended  to  us.

Report  of  W.  H.  Sutherlin  read  and   on   motion   received, 
placed  on  file  and  adopted. 

To   the   Board  of    World's  Fair  Managers  of  the  State  of 

Montana : 

Gentlemen — Pursuant  to  a  resloution  of  this  Board  and  written  re- 
quest of  W.  M.  Bickford,  Executive  Commissioner,  I  went  to  Chicago  and 
took  charge  of  the  installation  and  exhibition  of  the  agricultural  products 
of  the  State. 

On  account  of  the  non-fulfillment  by  the  contractors  who  erected  the 
frame  of  the  booth,  I  was  unable  to  proceed  with  the  work  of  displaying 
the  exhibit  until  about  the  29th  of  April,  and  could  not  get  the  exhibit  in 
place  until  June  5th.  When  the  work  was  in  progress  I  found  it  necessary 
to  make   some   changes   in   the   plans   of  arranging   the  exhibit,  and  in  the 
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interest  of  economy  to  the  State  omitted  certain  portions.  It  was  not  until 
after  T.  H.  Mitchell  and  Dr.  Pease,  my  assistants,  had  left  me  that  I  learned 
that  much  of  the  data  accompanying  the  exhibits  of  grain  was  too  incom- 
plete for  entry,  and  it  was  with  some  difficulty  tnat  I  succeeded  in  supplying 
the  defects  and  completing  its  entry.  During  the  progress  of  the  exhibi- 
tion I  found  it  necessary  to  enter  Montana  in  the  society  of  the  exhibitors 
and  attend  the  exhibitors'  meetings,  visit  and  show  stme  attention  to  the 
committee  on  awards.  Unfortunately  Montana  had  no  representation  in 
the  membership  of  that  committee,  while  some  of  the  States  had  as  many 
as  two  members,  but  I  am  pleased  to  state  that  notwithstanding  these  and 
other  obstacles  the  exhibit  received  some  consideration  and  eleven  medal 
awards,  whije  the  large  Dakotas  and  other  neighboring  State  exhibits  only 
carried  away  from  eight  to  twelve.  Montana's  first  medal  is  upon  her  ex- 
hibit of  oats,  which  is  sweeping,  the  large  pyramid  in  its  entirety  being 
superior  to  any  other  oats  on  exhibition.  The  other  awards  were:  Barley, 
four,  Manhattan  Malting  Co.,  Manhattan;  M.  Ferguson,  Bozeman;  Samuel 
Fowler,  Bozeman;  J.  W.  Daws,  Belgrade.  On  wheat,  two  awards,  J.  E. 
Cyer,  Missoula;  W.  Caldwell,  Bozeman.  Flour,  one  (soft  wheat),  R. 
Harold,  Dazy  mills,  Sheridan.  Hay,  three  (blue  joint),  Bailey  &  O'Donnell, 
Hesper  farm,  Billings;  (timothy),  Mrs.  E.  Dukes,  Missoula;  Thomas  Blake, 
Missoula. 

My  time  was  constantly  employed,  some  days  as  late  as  10  o'clock  in  the 
evening,  and  my  wife  remained  at  the  exhibit  during  the  time  of  my  ab- 
sence. The  fine  large  wheat  and  oats,  beautiful  bright  barley,  and  great 
variety  of  glasses,  together  with  the  excellent  variety  of  superior  vegetables 
attracted  much  attention,  and  the  information  given  to  the  thousands  of  in- 
quirers relative  to  irrigation,  the  opportunities  and  possibilities  of  Montana 
agriculture,  cannot  fail  to  bring  to  our  state  many  homeseekers  as  well  as 
those  seeking  investment  of  capital.  Pursuant  to  instructions  of  the 
board,  I  arranged  to  exchange  a  portion  of  the  agricultural  products  for 
foreign  grain  and  the  grains  of  other  states  with  the  view  of  returning  the 
exhibitors  new  fresh  seeds,  but  on  learning  that  much  of  the  grain  was  in- 
fested with  weavel  brought  from  Russia  I  abandoned  this  undertaking  and 
-old  the  exhibit,  including  the  frame  work  and  floor  of  the  booth,  to  the  best 
possible  advantage,  and  herewith  append  a  statemen .  of  the  same  and  ex- 
penses attending  the  sale  and  delivery. 

Being  unable  to  sell  many  of  the  glass  jars  used  in  displaying  the 
threshed  grain,  I  packed  and  shipped  them  to  Helena.  I  also  shipped  a 
sample  of  the  grain  in  jars,  one  for  each  exhibitor  who  received  a  medal. 
The  empty  jars  shipped  are  the  most  valuable  I  had  in  use.  Most  of  the 
sheaf  grain  and  grasses  1  gave  to  visitors  asking  for  souvenirs  and  have  the 
satisfaction  of  knowing  that  they  were  well  distributed  throughout  the  en- 
tire United  States,  as  well  as  some  of  the  foreign  countries.  'I  hese  souve- 
nirs of  Montana's  agriculture  are  lasting  advertisements  of  the  worth  of  our 
soil,  and  I  shall  ask  the  approval  by  the  board  of  my  course  in  thus  dis- 
posing of  it.  In  behalf  of  the  slate  I  was  employed  from  April  i  to  Novem- 
ber 20,  and  I  am  glad  to  note  that  after  having  to  pay  exorbitant  prices  for 
many  things  the  expenditure  in  my  department  has  not  exceeded  the 
amount  appropriated  for  the  exhibition  of   Montana's  agriculture.
